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NE word sums up the feed situation 

—shortage. We can give a better 

picture of the situation, however, 
by using the words of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics: 

“The 1934 hay crop is by far the 
smallest in the 16 years for which 
strictly comparable figures are available, 
and one of the smallest in 30 years. Supplies of feed grains 
(corn, oats, barley and grain sorghums) for the 1934-35 feeding 
season are the smallest since 1881.” 

Total feed and forage supply for the whole country is only 
enough to provide a little more than subsistence for livestock 
in drought areas and rations below normal in other regions. 
Which means many herds will have to be culled in order to 
have enough feed to put the animals on a profitable basis. 
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Morrison’s Not only are herd owners faced with a short- 

age of feed. They are forced to use new 
Plan feed stuffs because there isn’t enough of the 

accustomed materials to go around. Shipping 
lespedeza north and straw east doesn’t solve the problem. 
Hence, in place of hay (or to piece hay out) a great many live- 
stock men will be feeding oat feed, beet pulp, brewers’ grains, 
corn fodder, cabbage, turnips, potatoes, etc. 

As good a plan as any for dairy feeding is the five-point pro- 
gram of F. B. Morrison, known to more livestock men, we think, 
than any other feed authority in America. His plan is: 

1. ‘“‘Under present conditions, all dairymen should cull out 
cows that are of such low production that they will not pay 
their board bill. You can do this best by joining the dairy 
record club or dairy herd improvement association and following 
the suggestions you get from it. 

2. “If you do not have the usual amount of alfalfa or mixed 
clover and timothy hay, but have a 
good crop of corn silage, you can sub- 
stitute for most or all of the hay at 
the rate of three pounds of silage 
for one pound of hay. 

3. “If the roughage you give your 
cows has but a small amount of 
legume forage in it, then you should 
feed a grain mixture, higher in pro- 
tein than is needed when the cows 
get plenty of clover or alfalfa. 

4. “If. your hay crop is unusually 
short, straw can be used to replace 
some of the hay usually fed. Oat 
straw is the best; barley straw is 
next in value. Wheat straw is in- 
ferior and rye straw hardly worth 
feeding. 

5. “If you have coarse soybean 
hay, it may be advisable to run it 
through the silage cutter to get the 
most food value.” 

If you’ve only a little hay, feed 
some each day instead of using it all 
up and then feeding poorer roughages. 


Stretch it by better prep- 
aration and supplements

shortage. Not that the grinder or 
shredder puts any additional feed value 
into hay or grain, but because they do 
stretch the feed by making the coarser 
portions more edible and palatable, and by preventing waste. 

C. C. Culbertson, Iowa State College, is advising lowa farmers 
to shred corn fodder or grind it (coarsely) and feed a protein 
supplement with it so as to get more of the fodder into the 
animals. Rex Beresford suggests running the fodder through 
the silage cutter, adjusted to cut the pieces not more than a 
half inch long. This, he says, is cheaper and faster than shred- 
ding. Shredding or grinding adds to the cost of feed, but the 
cost will often be repaid by the amount of feed saved. 
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One drawback to straw and fodder is the diffi- 
culty of getting stock to eat these coarse rough- 
ages. ‘‘Put some molasses on it and they will 
clean it up,” is the advice usually given. 

Good advice; molasses is not only an appetizer but a real 
feed. A ton of molasses is worth three-quarters of a ton of corn. 
When fed in small amounts, molasses has even greater feeding 
value—the equal of corn, in fact. The objection that molasses 
is hard to ship and messy to feed no longer stands. Molasses 
can now be bought in powdered form. 
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Cream-selling dairymen in the Middle West 
find hay and grain prices higher in respect to 
butterfat than they have been for over 20 
years—since 1911, infact. This unfavorable relationship points 
to one very necessary measure—feed- 
ing only those cows that are above 
the profit line, even though that may 
mean getting rid of a goodly share of 
the milking animals that are now 
being carried. 

It goes without saying that it will 
pay to feed good dairy cows well 
despite the higher feed bills per cow. 
C.S. Rhode, chief in dairy husbandry 
at Illinois College of Agriculture, 
says: ‘‘Dairymen who attempt to 
cut expenses by skimping too much 
on grain fed their cows may find they 
have also lowered their profits.’’ 
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It is only to be ex- 
pected that there will 
be some bad effects of 
the feed shortage next 
summer. The poorer kinds of rough- 
age fed to dairy cows may result in 
abortions or weak calves. Carrying

and still, thumbing the pages of modern seed catalogs is sort o’ 
bewildering. 

There are so many varieties, so many kinds and colors of 
each, that just where to draw the line is not exactly easy. All 
of them sound so tempting, all are described as “easily grown,” 
but we can’t have all of them. Why not pick out the “must 
haves” or old favorites? Then additional kinds may be added 
if space and time allow. 

Glancing through the lists, zinnias are one of the most satis- 
factory among the annuals both in the garden and for cutting. 
The Giants and Lilliputs, the Dahlia-flowered and Picotees, 
all are delightful either in rows for cutting or planted in clumps 
for border color. The new Chrysanthemum-flowered zinnia, 
Fantasy, just out this year is 
doubtless going to be very popu- 
lar. Like all large flowered kinds, 
give the plants plenty of room, 
at least two feet between each 
and feed sparingly, if at all.

Maybe you don’t enjoy the scent of marigolds but for garden 
color they do make a grand show. Strains are being developed 
with no trace of the old scent and a few have slight fragrance.

New Nasturtiums and Calendulas 


AVE you tried the new double nasturtium, Golden Gleam? 

You’ll love its graceful blooms. Scarlet Gleam enters the 
light this year and the doubles are also to be had in mixed 
colors. Nasturtiums are so easy to grow but don’t feed them 
too much and never let them go to seed. 

Though a majority of annuals transplant easily, many of 
them better for it, the poppy 
family seriously resent any dis- 
turbances. Better plant them 
right where they are to grow. 
Eschscholtzia, commonly called 
California Poppy, is one of the 
most valuable kinds. Their bril- 
liant range of colors is a revela- 
tion to those who only know them 
in yellow. Long season of bloom 
adds to their value. 

Petunias, especially the frilled 
and double ones, are altogether 
too valuable to overlook. To get 
early bloom and a long season, 
start seed indoors. Remember, 
too, that the slowest and poorest 
seedlings usually develop to be 
the finest doubles of all. Petunias 
like a soil well supplied with leaf 
mold or thoroughly rotted ma- 
nure. Bone meal and dried blood 
are good foods. Avoid sheep or chicken manure or fish meals. 

Calendula needs no introduction to most gardeners. Many 
are its good points and it is so easy to grow. Numerous select 
strains are available. This year one called Orange Shaggy 
heads the parade. The petals are lancinated and the blooms 
are very graceful. For cutting calendulas are hard to equal. 

Scabiosa is another excellent flower for cutting. It is also easy 
to grow and makes a good show in the garden. Strains listed as 
Improved Giant Hybrids are splendid. 

To make a garden 
without verbenas 
would be to leave 
out one of _ the 
old standbys. They 
bloom over such a 
long season and in 
both size and range 
of color they are 
truly wonderful to- 
day. The Beauty 
of Oxford hybrids 
are especially good. 

Ageratum makes 
a delightful edging 
in the garden. Blue 
Cap is offered as 
very dwarf with large 
flowers of a deep 
rich color.

Machines zm Winter 


ROFESSOR C. O. REED of Columbus kindly writes for us 
(unknown to himself) the last editorial this month. He 
believes in caring for valuable machines. 

Set up the spike-tooth harrow, says Prof. REED, more ver- 
tically against the shed.

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\ A J HAT about next year’s wheat crop? 
The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture at a November conference with 
its state representatives and officials of the 
AAA issued a statement as to the “‘agricul- 
tural outlook,” suggesting upon the basis of 
“‘averages”’ a possible wheat crop in 1935 of 
790 million bushels and a big export surplus. 
The weakness of any such forecast is in- 
stantly apparent. It involves a number of 
assumptions, and I regret to say that not a 
single one of them can be supported at this 
date. 
It involves an assumption as to acreage 
five months before an acre of spring wheat 
is seeded, and even before all winter wheat 


is sown. 
Then it assumes an average winter-killing 
of some 11 per cent, while abandonment 


in recent years has ranged from 1 to 33 
per cent. Who will say that the coming 
winter will strike the medial figures rather 
than one of the extremes? 

Then follows another assumption, that the yield per acre 
will be an average. It is true that the figures of 790 million 
bushels is not an estimate based on existing facts, but merely 
what might happen if—such a big if!—exact average conditions 
were to be met with during the next ten months. 

The trouble with such a statement, regardless of past errors, 
is that it is official in character, and by unsettling confidence and 
acting directly as a price depressant, it financially injures every 
grower of wheat by creating the general belief that a burden- 
some supply is already in the making. The thought of the 
Press and of the public is—‘‘It must be true, for the govern- 
ment says so.” 

Such a statement or estimate is not only inherently untrust- 
worthy, but an examination of readily available facts show it 
to be quite unwarranted. It ignores decisive factors that are 
already known, and which past experience prove loom large as 
controlling influences in crop determination. 


Experience versus Estimates 


Y experience tells me that estimates of crop results made be- 

fore the whole crop is in the ground are as worthless as 
weather forecasts made a year ahead—which is about 100 per 
cent worthlessness. At the same time, there are certain governing 
factors that can be measured at this time, the first week in De- 
cember, and it is through consideration of these factors that I 
have to dismiss this government “possibility” of 790 million bush- 
els as unsound, unfair, and damaging to every wheat-grower 
in the country. 

A year ago I charged that the AAA wheat reduction program 
was a “Flirting with Famine.” A continuation of the reduction 
program for another year upon nothing more substantial than 
hoped-for ‘‘averages’” is incomprehensible to me. We are al- 
ready importing wheat for bread purposes, and present prospects 
suggest that before another crop is grown we may have to buy 
liberally from Canada and Argentina. The greatest food-pro- 
ducing country of the world going to her competitors for bread! 

The high plains area, running from Texas to the Canadian 
line, is decisive in determining our wheat crop. Here our sur- 
pluses and shortages are born. Good average crops elsewhere 
and a short crop here spells scarcity. 





A 1935 Wheat 
Shortage 


Less water than a 
year ago in the high 
plains wheat belt, 
where surpluses and 
shortages grow

Six great states lie in the plains area, and 
two others are geographically a part of it. 
These eight states dominate our wheat 
production, and the acreage in the semi-arid 
belt alone, lying between the 100th and the 
105th meridian, represents close to one- 
third of the total wheat acreage of the 
United States. 

Considering now only the winter wheat 
area, the territory from Texas to northern 
Nebraska west of the 100th meridian, the 
whole year’s rainfall must be conserved to 
supply enough moisture for plant needs 
during approximately five months of actual 
crop growth. As wheat is harvested in 
June, and the next crop seeded at the be- 
ginning of October, it follows that the rain- 
fall of July, August and September must 
store up the moisture that brings prompt 
germination and rapid early growth. This is 
necessary to insure a plant sturdy enough 
to go safely through the dry winter and 
scanty normal moisture of early spring. 

When this stored-up carry-over moisture is missing, it means 
a corresponding failure of early growth during the season and 
corresponding yield shortage. 


Subsoil Thoroughly Dried Out 


OR from three to five years we have had a decreasing annual 

rainfall over this great area, and this has progressed to the 
point where the subsoil is thoroughly dried out, and there is. 
very little deep moisture for plant support during dry periods. 
This forces reliance upon the short and irregular rains of the 
spring season. This throws an added burden upon current 
rainfall and definitely limits crop probabilities to the actual 
current rainfall. 

A study of this current rainfall to date, upon which next 
year’s winter wheat crop must largely depend, brings out a 
startling situation. In this great area there has not only been 
no drought relief, but the moisture situation is distinctly worse 
than it was a year ago. At that time it was bad enough to 
forecast and guarantee the 1934 wheat failure. 

The shadow of a 1935 disaster still hangs heavy over a ter- 
ritory which, including the spring wheat area, represents nearly 
one-third of the wheat acreage of the country. 

Let us look the situation over, state by state, including the 
semi-arid belt between 100 and 105 west. 


Only 52 Per Cent Normal Rain 


f meee with approximately 2'% million acres of wheat land, 
by the census of 1930, received this year from July to Septem- 
ber 46 per cent of normal rainfall against 104 per cent for the 
same period last year. 

Oklahoma received this year 73 per cent against 72 per cent 
last year, on 900,000 acres. Colorado had 46 per cent against 
118 per cent last year, with 1,300,000 acres involved. Kansas 
this year received 49 per cent against a normal supply for these 
three months last year, involving 414 million acres. Nebraska 
this year had 69 per cent against 75 per cent last year, on more 
than 11% million acres. 

Adding it up, last year these three vital months brought these 
five great states 97 per cent of their [Continued on page 29 .

HAT makes certain recipes stand out as particularly 

popular? Offhand, it is hard to say—recipes are like 

people—occasionally it is something exotic and unusual 
in their make-up that makes folks like them. More often I 
find it is just plain everyday goodness and adaptability— 
qualities you can depend upon.

makes such a lovely company dish out of a few staple ingredients. 
So here are my Big Seven: 


Beef Stew with Dumplings 


1's pounds round beef, cut in plese 
2 tablespoons butter or other shortening 
Ly teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 


3 tablespoons quick-cooking tapioca 

14 teaspoons combination baking powder or 2 teaspoons of tartrate 
6 cups boiling water 1 cup diced carrots 

1 cup diced turnips 1 cup small onions, whole 

114 teaspoons salt lg teaspoon pepper 

1 cup sifted flour ‘9 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon melted butter 1g cup milk 


Brown meat in butter; add water, cover and simmer about 
2 hours, or until nearly done. Add vegetables and seasonings 
and continue cooking 30 minutes, or until tender; then add 
tapioca and bring to a brisk boil, stirring constantly. Drop 
dumpling mixture from teaspoon on boiling stew; cover very 
tightly and cook without removing cover 5 minutes, or longer, 
according to size of dumpling. Serves 6 to 8. 

For dumplings, sift flour once, measure, add baking powder 
and salt, and sift again. Add butter to milk; add to flour and 
stir carefully until all flour is dampened and soft dough is formed. 


Prize Devil’s Food Cake 


(3 eggs) 
234 teaspoons combination baking powder or 4 teaspoons of tartrate 
2 cups sifted cake flour 14 teaspoon salt 
2g cup butter or other shortening 1'4 cups sugar 
3 squares unsweetened chocolate, melted 3 eggs, well beaten 
34 cup milk 1 teaspoon vanilla 


Sift flour once, then measure; next add baking powder and 
salt, and sift together three times. Cream butter 
thoroughly, add sugar gradually, and cream to- 
gether until light and fluffy. Add eggs and beat 
well; then chocolate and blend. Add flour, al- 
ternately with milk, a small amount at a time, 
beating after each addition until smooth. Add 
vanilla. Bake in two greased 9-inch Jayer pans in 
moderate oven (350° F.) 30 minutes, or until done. 
Spread Fruit Nut Filling between layers and 
Ivory Frosting on top and sides of cake. 


Fruit Nut Filling 
1g cup chopped dates 14 cup chopped raisins 
3% cu sugar 1 cup water 
1g cup broken welnut meats 1 tablespoon lemon juice 

1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 





Combine dates, raisins, sugar and water in sauce- 
pan. Cook over low flame 15 minutes, or until 
thick enough to spread, stirring constantly. Cool; 
add nuts, lemon juice and rind. Chill before 
spreading. Makes about 114 cups filling, or 
enough filling to spread between two 9-inch layers. 


Ivory Frosting 


2 egg whites, unbeaten 1 teaspoon vanilla 
14 cup brown sugar, firmly packed 

14% cups granulated sugar 5 tabelspoons water 
\% cup almonds (blanched, chopped and toasted)

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Harbin Lespedeza | 


By E. D. Leach 


URING 1933 we were trying to learn 

whether Harbin lespedeza would grow 
and reseed in the North under the most 
favorable conditions. During 1934 we 
had an opportunity to see how this re- 
cently discovered legume acts under about 
the most unfavorable conditions ever ex- 
perienced. 

Through Western New York the 1934 
drought was spotted. There were sections 
where practically no moisture fell after the 
ice went out in March until August or 
later. A few miles away there was ample 
moisture for normal crop growth. I hap- 
pened to be in one of the dry spots. Our 
first rain arrived August 2 

In addition to growing a cultivated field 
of Harbin for seed purposes, I also made 
several plantings under actual farming 
conditions. My planting of Harbin for 
seed purposes was made the last of May, 
about three pounds of seed to the acre, 
drilled in rows 18 inches apart. Lateness 
of planting was due to lack of moisture. 





As no rain fell after the planting, the seed 


did not germinate for three weeks. 


Plants Late Getting Started 


FTER the plants did start they made 
satisfactory headway. They were late, 
however; and as I was anxious for a large 
seed crop, the fire department of a nearby 


village was induced to bring its pumper to | 


a creek beside the field and give it a 
drenching. (This was the only field that 
had any water.) From then on the Harbin 
in that field made a fine growth, and the 
seed yield looks to be better than it was 
last year. This field would probably have 
matured seed without the additional mois- 
ture, but the yield would have been lighter. 

In another field (Field A), a gravelly 
knoll, Harbin was mixed with clover and 
timothy and sowed with a cover crop of 
oats about the middle of April. The soil 
is acid and was prepared as usual for 
clover. Because of lack of moisture the 
oats made about one-fourth of a crop. The 
clover never showed up until late in 
August. The Harbin came up promptly, 
was not injured by the several frosts or 
by the drought. The oats were cut green 
and the Harbin left to fight its way with 
—— and clover and to reseed 
itsel!. 


Harbin Seeded with Oats 


N still another field (Field B), Harbin 

was sown with a cover crop of oats the 
last of April. No lime was used. The mois- 
ture in this field was better and the oats 
made about half a normal crop. They 
were cut green. By this time my pastures 
were burned up so the cows were turned 
in on the Harbin. They remained there 
until the rains brought back the grass 
nearly a month later. While the cows 
cleaned up the Harbin pretty well, there 
was enough left to reseed. 

A third field (Field C), was a small 
piece on which Harbin was broadcasted 
without a cover crop May 1, covered = 
This

in 60 days was ten inches high. It was 
necessary to clip the weeds and in so doing 
It covered the 


| ground in a dense growth and, although a 


| 


small piece, furnished excellent feed for 
cows staked out on it. 

On neither A nor B did the Harbin make 
as thick or as tall a growth as it did on C 
where no cover crop was used. On both 
A and B the seed was sown through the 
grass-seed attachment of the drill. Not 
as many seed went into the ground as 
were used on C. Neither were they cov- 
ered as well. [This is the first of two

limited feed, without the necessary min- 
erals, proteins and vitamins, will result in 
smaller, weaker pigs at farrowing time. 
Brood mares need more than cornstalk 
pasture and a little hay if they are to pro- 
duce strong, rugged colts. 


Grows More Grain 


RANCIS PERKINS tells us of a New 
Hampshire dairyman, Maurice H. Ben- 
son, who looks back on the lean years in 
dairying as a blessing in disguise. In the 
days before milk prices went to smash, he 


was feeding his cows western grain in ex- | 


travagant fashion. One-third of his milk 
check went for imported grain. 

He set his house (or herd, to be exact) 
in order because he had to. Now he 
spends considerably less of his milk income 
for western grain. He grows barley and 


uses it to make up about a third of his | 


grain mixture (not counting protein sup- 
plement). He grew some corn last year, 
and grinds it on the cob with barley. He 
feeds corn silage, too. 


Soft Pork 


TUDIES on quality of pork produced 

with different rations are still going on 
at Purdue. One thing the Purdue folks 
are trying to find out is how to feed soy- 
beans without getting soft pork. The 
latest piece of experimental work shows 
that soybean oil meal, corn and minerals 
produced meat with very little objection- 
able softness. All the green bacon and 
smoked ham graded hard; fourteen green 


hams graded hard and one soft; of smoked | 


bacon, seven graded hard, five medium 
and three soft. 
consumed in the proportion of one part to 
7.31 parts of shelled corn (self fed, free 


choice). 
Lamb Feeding 


ELF-FED lambs made a pound of 

gain with less feed and returned more 
profit than hand-fed lambs on 50 Michigan 
farms last winter. Self-feeding is usually 
associated with shorter feeding period, 
more grain, more rapid gains and less 
labor. Hand-feeding gives the feeder 
more control over amount of feed con- 
sumed, enables the feeder to use more 
roughage, and more say so as to when the 
lambs will be ready for market. 


A New Feed 


HE rank and file of dairy experts can 

not see eye to eye with one of the eastern 
feed mills which is now selling a feed 
which, the makers say, has consistently 
raised the butterfat test several points in 
herds to which it has been fed 

I have seen the figures on a dozen or 
more of the herds getting this new feed. 
The figures show gains in butterfat run- 
ning up to 7.4 points. That is the same as 
saying no dairyman should have a closed | 
mind on feeding, and particularly on this 
matter of increasing the amount of butter- 
fat in the milk. A couple of extra points 
in butterfat can easily save a dairvman 
his grade A market for milk. 


Pressed Feeds 


UBED and pelleted feeds are making 

a stronger bid for acceptance—par- 
ticularly poultry and calf f They are 
for sale as Paks, Pellets, Checkers, etc. 

It goes without saying that the com- 
pressed feeds take less space. One ad- 
vertiser points out that this feature makes 
the compressed pellets more valuable than 
mash for laying hens, because they can 
take more feed into their crops before they 
go to roost at night. One cropful of the 
compressed feed makes two cropfuls of 
ordinary mash, they say.

Melons 
By Byron L. Troyer 


NE of the biggest attractions in the | 


agriculture and horticulture building 
at the Indiana State Fair each year are 
great piles of watermelons, 55 to the pile, 


entered in the commercial watermelon 
display. 

I found that the winners of first and 
second prize in this class were Charles 


Stephens, Sr., and Charles Stephens, Jr. 
of Knox county, Ind., and that they had 
won first every year in the last six, so I 
took it that they knew something about 
melons. Their winning pile of 55 Blue 
Triumphs weighed 2,280 pounds—well 
over a ton—while another pile of Cuban 
Queens tipped the beam at 2,220 pounds. 
They also won first in the class for largest 
melon with one that weighed 79 pounds. 

Mr. Stephens says that their big prize- 
winning melons did not receive special 
treatment and were merely the nicest in 
their five-acre field. The Stephens live 
in the heart of a large melon-growing dis- 
trict in Indiana and their practises are 
typical of those of the district. Their 
methods are applicable to most of the 
Middlewest and East, and should greatly 
increase the profits of melon-raisers in 
these sections. 


Plenty of Plant Food 


HEY raise from five to ten acres of 

watermelons each year on high, yellow 
sandy ground. Any rich, well-drained 
warm ground is good for melons. The 
seeds are planted, three to a hill, as soon 
as frost danger is past—about April 20 
in their latitude. The hills are placed 
nine feet apart each way and thinned to 
one plant in the hill. Melons are heavily 
manured with stable manure in the hill. 
The melons are cultivated as long as the 
vines can be turned so that a plow will get 
through them Turning is commenced 
when vines reach a length of two feet. 

The early part of the crop is trucked to 
Chicago and Terre Haute. The later 
melons are shipped to Chicago, Cincinnati 
and Cleveland. The watermelon income 
runs $30 to $50 per acre. 

The Stephens’s raise from 25 to 30 
acres of cantaloupes each year. They 
are all planted in the hotbed during the 
last part of March and transplanted in 
hills five feet each way after all danger of 
frost is past. They are cultivated the 
same as the watermelons except that the 
vines are windrowed when they grow toa 
length of two feet. 


Cantaloupes as a Cash Crop 


HE first cantaloupes are ready for the 

market by the first of July and are 
trucked -loose to the local markets. As 
soon as the vines are bearing good the re- 
mainder of the crop is packed in attractive 
crates and shipped to Chicago. Seven or 
eight truck loads are shipped each day 
during the height of the season. The 
crop is usually gone by the middle of 
August. On their land, the cantaloupes 
average 150 crates to the acre, one year 
after another. In 1934 prices ranged from 
$2 a crate at the first of the season to 75 
cents for the last picking. This made the 
gross return nearly $200 per acre. 

Hale’s Best has proven most satisfactory 
for them as a shipping cantaloupe, though 
a few Big-Hearts, Honey Rocks, Little 
Hearts and Tip Tops are grown for nearb 
markets. These are too soft for a long heal.

VeRY much in season, the | 


topic of milk. The Interstate milk pro- 
ducers in the Philadelphia milk shed have 
just finished a peaceful annual meeting. 
The Co-Operative Milk Producers’ Fed- 
eration in convention at Syracuse has just 
mapped a four-point program to present 
to Congress. The Northeastern States 
Agricultural Conference which met in 
New York in November adopted a dairy 
plan for the twelve northeastern states. 
The Virginia Milk Control Board has been 
called unconstitutional and a federal judge 
in Chicago has issued an injunction against 
the AAA milk licensing plan. 

Significant is the remark of Mr. Lauter- 
bach who is in charge of the dairy division 
of the AAA plan when he spoke to the 
Interstate milk producers at their annual 
meeting in Philadelphia. He said: 

“Sometime within two or three years 
dairymen are going to be faced with over- 
production. One of the best things dairy- 
men can do regardless of state or federal 
aid is to strengthen their co-operative 
marketing associations.” 

Mr. Lauterbach also told the Interstate 
folks that canned milk is ready to edge 
fresh milk out of the picture when the 
price of fresh milk gets too high. ‘‘Recent 
developments and improvements in the 
manufacture of evaporated milk make it 
possible to put out canned milk that is 
— than the average fresh milk,”’ he 
said.

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Advertising Sells 
My Produce 


By James Shoemaker 


ADVERTISE in the daily and weekly 

newspapers when we have produce to 
sell at our Willow Grove Farm. The ads 
are so written that city people are in- 
terested, and drive 10 to 15 miles to the 
farm. Some buyers, on their way to 
Atlantic City, place their order on Satur- 
day, and pick them up going home. They 
know they will get good fresh produce at 
fair prices. 

Quality is always exactly as represented. 
Price at the farm to consumer is what we 
could sell for that day at wholesale in 
Philadelphia or New York. Thus the 
consumer buys at wholesale, gets quite a 
saving over retail prices in town, and we 
save transportation to market and com- 
mission merchant’s charge. Both parties 
benefit, sales are all cash, and there is no 


| 





destructive competition with established | 


business. If a dealer calls at the farm and 
buys a large lot for resale, he gets a mod- 
erate discount and 30 days credit (if he is 
well rated). 


The Buyers Pick Up Potatoes 


LARGE sign across the road at the 

farm advertises what is offered that 
day, and refers to the advertisement in 
the dailies so that city people can’t help 
find the place. Westart selling with straw- 
berries, and finish up with late apples and 
sweet potatoes. 
in peck size cartons and apples in two 
dozens. Our apple advertisements state: 
‘“‘Bring your own containers, save money.” 
Or, I refund if our own container is re- 
turned in good condition before a certain 
date, stamped on the container. Here is 
quite a saving for consumer and pro- 
ducer; it stops the extravagant loss of con- 
tainers. 

In 1932, when short of help to harvest 
25 acres of potatoes, I inserted in the 
dailies a broadside advertisement to city 
consumers to come out to the farm on a 
certain day and gather potatoes as thrown 
out by the digger, “‘Big and little, take ’em 
all, clean up your row; bring your children 
to help, and to see pigs of all sizes and 
colors, chickens, ducks, turkeys, cattle; 
see an old-fashioned farm run on modern 
scientific principles.” 


Brought Their Own Bags 


HY, say, the people came in droves! 

Brought their own bags, got a supply 
of nice potatoes at quite a saving of 
money, had no end of fun, got a taste of 
how farmers have to work. The kiddies 
had a great time and plenty of fresh milk, 
and are talking about it yet. The farm 
got its crop harvested and sold in short 
order, large and small without hiring extra 
help. It netted spot cash, the wholesale 
price in market, and avoided all the work 
of picking up, packing and trucking to the 
wholesaler. 

The advertisements cost something, but 
they did the business for only a few cents 
per bushel. A farmer will spend a hundred 
dollars in labor, cartage, freight, commis- 
sions, etc., for the sale of a crop and ac- 
cept whatever price the other fellow puts 
on it, but would think it extravagant to 
blow in $25 for some advertising that might 
sell the stuff at his own door at his own 
price. 

We used to deliver to consumers, but 
have cut it out; costs too much in time, 
labor, trucking. Delivery is made within 
25 miles radius to any one who takes a 
whole truck load and who pays cash in 
advance at wholesale prices,

at Elmwood

EAR MR. EDITOR: 

Some of the extra time I have, 
which is mostly in the evenings, was given 
last month to helping along the annual 
“drive” for the charities of the section. 
The name this county uses is the ‘‘Welfare 
Federation.” 

I have done this work on a small scale 
once or twice before, although there is 
nothing I like less than going around ask- 
ing my neighbors for money. However, 
they got me in this again, so I called on 
all the people I had cards for and some I 
didn’t. 

Well, I suppose the experience I had was 
about the same as others, because when 
the workers compared notes everybody 
told the same story—‘“‘About half as much 
collected as usual.’”’ ‘‘People won’t give 
this year.” ‘‘Like pulling teeth,’”’ and so on. 

The people I called on did not say they 
had no money, at least no more than 
usual, but they said that since the govern- 
ment seemed to be willing to throw money 
around regardless, they could just spend 
some of it in taking care of the charities. 
As far as they were concerned, they 
wouldn’t make any more sacrifices. 

Of course that is a pretty thin argument, 
Mr. Editor, because the kind of thing the 
Welfare Federation collects money for is 
hospitals, day nurseries, homes for cripples, 
and institutions like that. It has nothing 
whatever to do with the unemployed, and 
the government does not help local hos- 
pitals. 

However, it shows to my mind that the 
natural result of government charity is 
that it dries up the springs of private 
charity automatically, you might say. 
People ask why they should hand over 
their hard-earned money when the govern- 
ment squanders billions on a lot of people, 
many of whom are idle because they won’t 
work. 

It looks to me like a bad thing all round, 
and the sooner we can get the government 
out of the hand-out business the better off 
this country will be. 

I started to write a couple of months ago 
about the evergreen or coniferous trees 
around Elmwood. After all, there is not 
much to say about them except they are 
all dead or dying. 

I think Jacob Biggle planted them when 
he bought Elmwood. Most of them were 
spruces or firs, and I think the name is 
Nordman fir. It makes a fine, tall, shapely 
tree, but the lower branches lie right down 
to the ground, so it is a nuisance to mow 
the grass around it, and it takes up a lot 
of room. 

You can not trim the lower branches up 
from the ground, for as soon as you do 
this the tree begins to die. I suppose it 
can not stand the hot sun on its lower 
trunk and roots. Another thing that 
damages the evergreen is to string electric 
wires through them. 

For these causes and maybe some 
others, all the old trees are gone but two. 
One is a fine big shapely fir with its lower 
branches right down on the ground. The 
other is a larch, or something like that, 
and it is dying. I doubt if it is alive in 
the spring. 

Well, we have lots of other trees, elms, 
oaks, maples, sweet gums and tulip pop- 
lars, so we don’t miss the conifers. Just 
the same, I was sorry to see them go. 

On Thanksgiving morning Gladys and 
Mary Jane got up at 5.30 to hear the broad- 
cast of the royal wedding in London. They 
got a great thrill out of it. Funny what a 
fascination weddings have for women of 
all ages, even for seven-year-old Mary 
Jane.

Leghorn Cockerels 


By D. C. Kennard 


Poultry Editor 


Gace Leghorn cockerels have frequently 
been failing to pay their way they have 
come to be regarded by many poultry 
raisers as a “necessary evil’ by-product. 
In fact there has been a tendency to as- 
sume arbitrarily that Leghorn cockerels 
are a losing proposition or that they will 
fail to pay their way, whereas if some of 
the plain facts were impartially recon- 
sidered perhaps a less critical viewpoint 
might be taken, especially this year when 
there are prospects for better broiler prices. 

Naturally the first question to arise is— 
what are the price prospects for broilers in 
1935? The biggest favorable factor is the 
expected scarcity of pork and beef and the 
higher retail prices for those products 
which should stimulate the demand and 
the price for broilers as well as for poultry. 

A second potentially favorable factor is 
the more popular use of broilers and 
poultry meat owing to the recent low price 
of these products. Much of this increased 
consumption may be expected to continue 
unless or until the prices for broilers and 


poultry meat become too high in com- | 


parison with other meats. There are of 
course more or less unfavorable factors— 
higher feed prices, the prospect that more 


chicks will be hatched in 1935, and greater | 


cold storage holdings of poultry (Novem- 
ber 1, 1934) than a year ago. 


Your Choice of Methods 


HERE are three ways to meet the Leg- 

horn cockerel problem: 

1. Remove the cockerels when from three 
to four weeks old and transfer them to 
separate colony brooder houses, batteries, 
or other suitable quarters where they can 
be grown to marketable size. 

Remove the cockerels as soon as 
ane comb development indicates their 
sex (when from two to four weeks old) and 
sell or destroy them. This is a sure and 
economical method for sexing Leghorn 
chicks. Any poultry raiser can do a good 
job of sexing Leghorn chicks by the end 
of four weeks. 

3. Buy day-old pullets or sexed day-old 
chicks. 

The first method will generally prove 


the best for those who have suitable | 


equipment or quarters available for the 








proper care and growth of the cockerels | 


until they can be marketed. If best re- 
sults are to be secured from the pullets it | 
is necessary to separate the cockerels from | 
the pullets when from three to four weeks 
old. The cockerels are then too young to 
sell as broilers, they need artificial heat 
and if there is no suitable place where the 
cockerels can be properly brooded and 
cared for until they reach marketable size 
it is then and there that the cockerel prob- 
lem arises. 


Overcrowding is Fatal 


ERE we come face to face with the 

plain, cold fact that inadequate equip- 
ment and faulty management of Leghorn 
cockerels is the most frequent cause of the high 
mortality and poor quality Leghorn broilers 
which sell for less than they cost. It is so 
closely tied up with the whole Leghorn 
cockerel problem and it so often ccier- 
mines the success or failure of many poul- 
try raisers who may either succeed with 
their Leghorn pullets and fail with the 
cockerels or fail with both as too often is 
the case, that we will try to suggest 
definitely how one can expect to succeed 
better with both the Leghorn pullets and 
the cockerels. 

Let us suppose, for a typical example, 
our brooding equipment consists of two 
10 x 12 or 12 x 12 foot colony brooder 
houses on unlimited range. Heretofore it

The cockerels had been removed and put 
in improvised, ill-suited quarters where 
at best they could not be given proper 
care. The mortality was high and the 


| remaining cockerels made inferior broilers 


which sold at a low price—a losing prop- 
osition, these cockerels. 

Poultryman B took the easier way. He 
let the cockerels run with the pullets. 


| While he experienced less loss from the 


ockerels he had a much greater loss later 
from inferior pullets. He failed with both 
the cockerels and the pullets. 

Poultryman C had tried both A’s and 
B’s method to his own sorrow and had 
sworn off both procedures for another and 
better procedure in his determination to 
succeed with both the pullets and cock- 
erels. His experience had taught him why 
he had failed in the past. Hence the first 
thing he decided upon was to provide 
adequate facilities and properly care for 


the cockerels as well as the pullets. 


Cockerels Removed at Four Weeks 





HIS was accomplished by starting with | 


200 chicks in each colony brooder house. 
At the end of four weeks the cockerels 
were separated and placed in one colony 
brooder house where they were confined 
either to a limited range, sun yard, or 
wire sun porch until marketed. The 
pullets were placed in the other colony 
brooder house and given unlimited range. 
The cockerels continued to make normal 
growth with little mortality and averaged 
to weigh 214 pounds each at 12 weeks of

After this the pullets had ample room 


and continued to do well. He accomplished 


his object in succeeding with both the 
pullets and the cockerels without any ad- 
tional brooding equipment. While his 
object and success was accomplished by 
starting with fewer chicks, still he ended 
way ahead of the previous years. 


Using Colony Brooder Houses 


NOTHER procedure, perhaps the best 
when practicable, is to have about an 
equal number of colony brooder houses 
located on two separate ranges where the 
cockerels as well as the pullets can run at 
large without mixing after separation. It 
will take courage to carry out these pro- 
cedures because of the reduced number of 
chicks at the start, but in some cases it 
may mean success with both pullets and 
cockerels as against failure with both if 
all the brooding facilities were filled to 
capacity with the usual number of chicks 
at the start with no place for the cockerels. 


Others will find batteries a suitable 
place to keep the cockerels after they are | 


removed from the pullets and until they 
reach market size. [The triple purpose 
battery described in the May Farm Jour- 
nal, 1933, is well adapted for growing 
market broilers.| An important point 
about batteries is to have them located in 
a room where the temperature and light 


| can be controlled to prevent feather pick-

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Keeping Well 
Whooping Cough 
By Dr. E. C. Dubois 


HIS infectious disease, which occurs 

most commonly in the spring and fall 
of the year, is one which we accept as a 
matter of course, taking it for granted 
that every child must have it. And yet 
several thousand children die from whoop- 
ing cough every year and there are possible 
complications which leave lasting results. 
This disease is more dangerous during the 
first two years of life than any other con- 
tagious disease of childhood and the 
younger the child the more fatal it is, 
nearly two-thirds of the deaths from it 
occurring in the first year. 

Every one who has not had the disease 
is susceptible to it, no matter what the 
age, and can be infected by coming in 
contact with the patient or with anything 
he has touched. It should be remembered 
that dogs, cats and other animals are 
great carriers of infection, and that no 
live pets should be allowed with the sick 
child. It is a curious circumstance that 
all the statistics in every country show 
that girls are far more susceptible than 
boys and apt to be a great deal sicker. 
This is the only contagious disease where 
the fatalities among girls are greater. 


Difficult to Diagnose 


HE great difficulty in preventing the 

spread of the disease is failure to know 
it when it first begins, that is when it 
appears no more than an ordinary cold 
and before the characteristic whoop is 
heard. The stage of infection begins 
when the cold first starts. 

The violent cough which almost strangles 
its victims, in the efforts to free the air 
passages, and the long-drawn crowing in- 
spiration, which gives the disease its 





name, are so exhausting that every effort | 
should be made to shorten the course of | 


the malady and decrease the violence of | 


attacks. It is a matter of record that 
every thing from witchcraft to inhalation 
of illuminating gas has been tried with 
little if any effect. The nearest we have 
come to any agent which has a definite 
influence over whooping cough is the 
vaccine which has been developed for pre- 
venting the disease. This has no effect 
on the cough or other symptoms but is in 
the same class with the preventive vac- 
cines against small pox, diphtheria and 
scarlet fever. 

If children are given this treatment 
before they begin to go to school, at 
kindergarten age or earlier if an epidemic 
occurs, protection is practically certain. 
There is no danger in using the whooping 
cough vaccine even though the child may 
feel a bit sick for a day, and only by its 
use can we hope to avoid this exhausting 
and dangerous disease. If no preventive 
vaccine has been used however and the 
disease has been contracted, the treatment 
is first of all to keep the patient away from 
the rest of the family; to use paper napkins 
for the sputum and burn them: when the 
vomiting is severe, milk, orange juice, 
tomato juice, broths, egg-noggs and other 
liquids are best taken. Small amounts 
repeated often are better than given at 
the regulation three times a day meal 
hours, and food is usually taken very well 
after a vomiting attack. 

Sometimes a wide stockinette bandage 
applied firmly from the ribs to the hip 
bones will reduce the severity and number 
of the coughing attacks. Drugs are unde- 
pendable, pertussin and rectal injections

and water in top of double boiler, beating 
with rotary egg beater until thoroughly 
mixed. Place over rapidly boiling water, 
beat constantly with rotary egg beater, and 
cook 7 minutes, or until frosting will stand 
in peaks.

Sprinkle nuts over top of cake and 
cover with frosting, or fold nuts into frost- 
ing before spreading. Other nuts than 
almonds may be used. 


Lemon Meringue Pie 


14 cup cake flour 

Dash of salt 144 cups water 

16 cup lemon juice 1 baked 9-inch pie shell 
3 egg yolks, slightly beaten 
1 tablespoon grated lemon rind 

3 egg whites 6 tablespoons sugar 


1144 cups sugar 


Combine sugar, flour and salt in top of 
double boiler; add water and egg yolks, 
mixing thoroughly. Place over rapidly 
boiling water and cook 10 minutes, stirring 
constantly. Remove from boiling water; 
Cool. Turn 
into pie shell. Beat egg whites until foamy 
throughout; add sugar, 2 tablespoons at 
a time, beating after each addition until 
sugar is blended. Then continue beating 
until mixture will stand in peaks. Pile 


lightly on filling. Bake in moderate oven 


(350° F.) 15 minutes, or until delicately 
browned. 


Pie Crust 
216 cups sifted cake flour '% teaspoon salt 
2¢-cup cold shortening lg cup cold water (about) 


Sift flour once, measure, add salt and sift 
again. Cut in shortening until pieces are 
about the size of small peas. Add water, 
a small amount at a time, mixing lightly 
with fork. Handle as little as possible. 
Wrap in waxed paper, chill thoroughly. 
Roll out on slightly floured board. Bake 
pastry in hot oven (450° F.). Makes 
enough pastry for one 9-inch two-crust 


pie, or fifteen 31-inch tart shells. Use 
14 recipe for one pie shell only. 
Pie Shell. Use \% recipe Pie Crust. Line 


a 9-inch pie plate with pastry, rolled %- 
inch thick, allowing pastry to extend 1 
inch beyond edge. Fit loosely on plate. 
Fold edge back to form standing rim; 
flute with fingers. Line with large piece of 
waxed paper and fill with rice or beans to 
hold shape; or prick shell with fork. Bake 
in hot oven (450° F.) 10 minutes; then 
remove paper with rice, and continue 
baking 5 minutes, or until browned.

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Crossbred Chicks | 


for Broilers, Roasters 


OR many years English poultrymen 

have raised crossbred chickens for meat 
production. Some of the crossbreds have 
definite advantages over the pure breeds 
for meat purposes. The crossing increases 
vitality and quickens the rate of growth. 

Two crosses that have given good re- 
sults in the United States are the Wyan- 
Rocks and the Bram-Rocks, both the 
product of E. H. Wene, a pioneer in de- 
veloping crossbreds. The names indicate 
just what the crosses are—White Wyan- 
dottes x White Rocks, and Light Brahma 
x White Rocks. 

The first cross produces a bird that has 
been widely used by broiler specialists in 
South Jersey, Maryland, Delaware, Long 
Island. This cross also makes good light 
roasters—four to six pounds. Plumper 
and smoother than straight Rocks, reach 
the right weight several weeks earlier. 

The second cross has been much used 
by South Jersey poultrymen who were 
looking for a bird that would develop 
rapidly, weigh from eight to twelve 
pounds and stay soft without caponizing. 
These birds can be sold as broilers or light 
roasters. They dress out plump, with 
yellow skin and practically no dark pin 


feathers.

normal moisture supply, and this year 
only 52 per cent. Instead of drought relief 
it has been drought intensification. The 
rainfall for October, a month when surface 
moisture starts growth and promotes 
strong rooting, the percentage of normal 
rainfall was very low, and as a result the 
growth of the new crop was very poor. 

I have been speaking so far entirely of 
the high plains area, but it may be said in 
passing that the central territory, that is, 


the central counties of Texas, Oklahoma, | 


Kansas and Nebraska, also show a con- 
tinuation of the drought cycle. I have 
left them out of the calculation because the 
margin of moisture safety is a little larger 
than appears in the western or semi-arid 


belt. 
West Belt is Worst 


O further sum it up, we may dismiss 

western Texas and eastern Colorado as 
winter wheat crop factors for next year. 
They will have no wheat to speak of in 
1935. The Oklahoma pan-handle, no 
better than a year ago. Kansas, much 
worse than a year ago in the western third, 
with soil conditions so bad as to prevent 
seeding over large areas in north central, 
northwestern and southwestern counties. 
Nebraska certainly no better than a year 
ago, and less available water in the ground. 

Turning to the great spring wheat ter- 
ritory, where the semi-arid area represents 
nearly 8 million acres, we find that the 
drought continued during the critical 
months of August, September and Octo- 
ber. This is the period when moisture is 
being stored up for early spring utilization, 
so that the shortage of sub-soil moisture 








has been further intensified. So serious | 


was this fall drought that it was actually 
too dry for fall plowing over large areas, 
and much more than the usual proportion 
of the crop will have to be planted in 
spring plowing, or even disked in. Either 
practise insures in advance a light yield at 
best, and a failure unless weather condi- 
tions are extremely favorable all the time 
from seed time to harvest.

wheat acreage. It is a dark, unlovely pic- 
ture, but unless we are willing to face facts 
now, we will only face future disillusion- 
ment and in this case wheat shortage.

the threat of scanty 1935 wheat crops still 
holds.

Gets ’Em 


Give your house plants a 
balanced diet. Following is 
Dr. Van Slykes’ formula: 

One ounce ammonium phosphate, one 
ounce potassium nitrate, one ounce am- 
monium nitrate. Mix these together and 
dissolve one ounce of the mixture in four 
gallons of water. Use about one-quarter 
of a pint of this solution once a week or 
ten days on a plant in a six-inch flower 
pot. Put the solution on the soil away 
from the stems and do not let it touch 
leaves or flowers.
